for the Deaf and Dumb at Baton Rouge, of 
which Dr. John . 
superintendent, 

The deaf and dumb, the people 
of this State, are lorluiiate in the 

possession of so admirable an insti- 
tution as that of ours at Baton 
Rouge, and in the continued ser- 
vices nf„ so able and enthusias- 
tic an instructor as is Prof 
James Goodwin, a sketch of whose 
history and portrait which accom- 
panies tbJB. 

Mr. James Good win was born at 

Maysville, Ky., on April 82d, 1838, 

althonghl totally deaf, and without 
the power of speech, his career, has 
been one of self instruction both of 
mind and handicraft, that should 
prove most Inspiring to the similar- 
ity unfortunate youth of to-day 
throughout tin- land, who now en 
joy many advantages thai did not 
exist during Mr- Goodwin's earij 
days. 

Mr. Goodwin traces his ancestry 
back loan early period in England. 
■rand father was a pioneer 
settlor of a large tract of land, 
which was part of the site of the 
present great oil ncinnati ; 

and it is said that it is only due to 

the loss of title papers covering the 

same that stood between Ins heirs 

anil fortune. 

Shortly aft. lames I 

win's advent into this this world, 
his parents removed to Indiana, 
where- they engaged in farming. 
At twelve e he was sent 

to the Indiana Institution for the 



Deaf and Dumb at Indianapolis, 
were his was an ardent student for 
live years ; and as well learned the 
cooper trade, which was of materi- 
al help to him in titter lib-, lb- 
next removed to Illinois, worked a 
short time on a farm, and then ap- 
plied for admission to the deaf- 
mute institution of that state. 
Here In- remained for three years. 
With increasing years, and a real- 
ization of life's stern stni: 
Mr. Goodwin Signalised his advent 
in this Institution with greater ap- 
plication and zeal than ever in 
acquiring an education, and at the 
same time acquired another trade 
that of cabinet-maker. 
His success won the good will and 

esteem of Dr. (iillctt, the Superin- 
tendent ol the Institution, who, 

after graduation, made young 
Goodwin his assistant in the capa- 
city of a temporary teacher. 

fate, however, willed a broader 

and more permanent career for 
him, and that in the south land. 
first as an instructor of cabinet- 
making at tin- deaf and dumb 
school at Jackson, Miss., where he 
went itt 1859, ami remained one 
year, only at the expiration of that 
period, When he was fortunate en- 
ough to attract attention that re- 
sulted in his connection with the 
institution that he now is connect- 
ed with. 

[t came about through the \isit 
ol Governor Allen, of Louisiana, 
who was visiting the Jackson Insti- 
tution, who was spying around 
for materia] that would improve 
the institution of his Stale, and he 
obtained the services Mr. Goodwill 
as a teacher anil Mr. A. K. Martin 
as superintendent; 

This was the beginning of a 
career of usefulness, lor a career of 
usefulness to Louisiana that has 
continued to tin- present day. with 
the exception of a time during the 
war, when the affairs and finances 
of the State were too crippled to 
continue the school. During this 
period Professor Goodwin w 
successful farmer. 

The professor has given twenty- 
four years of faithful, intelligent, 
and progressive es to his 

adopted state. He is an honored 

and useful citizen. His heart and 
soul is with his fellow unfortun- 
ates, and his career can well stand 
for them as a model of sturdy and 
intelligent manhood for emulation 
throughout tin- land. This State 
has experienced severe droughts in 
jjje northern portion, and in this 
city a series of bank failures taint- 
ed with frauds, but with a rich 
country a congenial climate, and a 
progressive people, all feel assured

WATCHING A PARADE FROM THE 
CLUB WINDOWS. 
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A Blender young man, with an 

expressive, sensitive- face, arose 

yesterday afternoon at t o'clock 

before an audience of about forty 
persons in the First Presbyterian 
church. Tenth street ami Forest 
avenue. For an instant he was 

motionless. Then he placed two 

lingers upon his lips, and the spec- 
tators, who had been gesticulating 

as rapidly as fingers, hands and 
arms could be moved, suddenly be- 
came Still. They were deaf-mutes 
who meet at t he churclr each Sim 
day afternoon, under the pastor- 
ship of the Kev. .lames Cloud. 
The slender young man was Mr. 
Alfred .1. Kent, teacher in a deaf 
mute institution at St. Augustine, 
Fla. 

Mi-. Kent motioned to the audi- 
ence, which arose, and the Lord's 
prayer was expressed in signs. 
Half a dozen Chinamen who had 
just attended Sunday school, gazed 
in wonder and perplexity at Mr. 
Kent as his fingers moved almost 
too fast to be followed by an un- 
trained eye. His arms were BWUng 
in circles, they shot out in front of 
him, up, down, over and over, his 
body swayed as ripening wheat 
rises and falls and twists and turns 
In fore summer winds, slowly and 
gently at times, and then again as 
violently as if a tempest were beat- 
ing upon the field of grain. To 
this pantomime, brightening it like, 
illuminated capitals in some old 
Aldine text, were added the ex- 
pressions of face and eye that 
changed like lightning, and reflect- 
ed sorrow, gladness, surprise and 
fear as crystals waters mirror the 
sk\ . 

Mr. Kent's wrists, hands and lin- 
gers were marvels of physical per- 
fection. They were Strong and 
Symmetrical, and the muscles were 
the muscles of an athlete -rouinl 
cords that moved and played over 
each other smoothly and rapidly. 
Words seemed literally to drop from 
his Angers. The audience sal spell 

bound by the pantomimic eloquence. 

One person present was wholly 

unacquainted with the deaf-mute 

language. He did not know what 
the discourse was about, but sup 

posed, of course, it being Sunday, 

that it was of religion. He watched 
Mr. Kent, and became inst incl i vel\ 
convinced that a story was being 
told about a boat. It was surmised 
that the scene was on the Sea of 

Gali i 
"What did you preach about ?" 

Mr. Kent was asked when he had 
ended his talk. 

" I did not preach at all," he 
WTOte, " I related the storv of The 
fourth book o( 'lien llur.'"' 

This made plain his referent 
a boat. The fourth book of " Pen 
llur" deals mostly with the love 
making of Iris, the Egyptian, and 
Ben ilur. They spend much of 
their time boat riding on n lake. 
Iris sin^iiu; and playing on a string- 
ed instrument in the moonlight. 

If a person unacquainted with 
t l»o dear-mute Language could thus 

group details of the story, what 
must it have been to the deaf-mutes 

themselves y They sat entranced. 
One of them wrote afterwards that 
Mr. Kent excelled any deaf-mute 

speaker he had ever seen. The 

Story seemed to be particularly en- 
joyed by the little girls, who nod 
ded their heads as each picture un- 
folded itself. Mr. Kent spoke from 
manuscript notes. Each Sunday 
he will relate several chapters of 
"Ben llur" until the story is tin 
Ished. lie spoke an hour yesterday, 
it was bis second reading. There 
was no music, because no onecoukl 
there were no songs, because 
rhythm and concord and meloth 
were sealed to their ears. Light to 
see was all that was needed. 

The deaf-mute language does not , 
- often supposed, consist cut 
Iv of the spelling of words by the 

sign alphabet. Onl\ proper names 
and unusual details are spoilt 
Signs, understood by all if 
mutes, fill up the gaps. 
At the close a man, who 

but not mute, announced that Mr. 
Kent would speak again on Sunday, 
two weeks from yesterday, al the 
same place at I o'clock in tl 

noon.

that his deafness does not prevent 

his knowing what is going on about 
him. There is not. a boy in Atlanta, 
8ft., where Mack Woodside lives, 
who can build a better kite or make 
better showing at baseball or 
marbles, but his alertness of mind 
and body is in strange contrast to a 
deficiency far more Important than 
his lack of speech and bearing. 

Mack Woodside has no soul. 

There is no trace, in his conduct 
of the exi : " the moral and 

emotional pari of a man's nature, 
•itiments or feelings, 
in distinction from intellect." 
Whin he was old enough to read 
and write— and he learned to do 
both with great facility hismollicr 
found thai he utterly lacked the 
of right and wrong. He 
learned not to play with fire, be- 
cause the fire hurt him. lb' 
acquired all of tin; caution which 
belongs to most sagacious animals, 
but he failed to show any growth of 
conscience.

Woodside takes a diametrically 

opposite course. The sight of a big 
boy beating a little boy immediately 
arouses in his mind the desire to 
join in abusing the victim.

boys of equal size quarrel heatonoe 

joins the aggressor. He wants to 
run with the pack and not with the 
(juarry. 

Superintendent C -unor is going 
to try to train this boy just as an 
animal is trained.

Woodside, however, if he sees an 
object he wants and does not

to restrain his greediness, and is 
apparently influenced by the belief 
that he is adroit enough to escape

This utter want of moral rcspon 
sibility would be neither extraordi- 
nary nor interesting if it were 
eompanied by a want of mental 
capacity in other respects.
